Tto 
advent of World War I, which 
cut off all the established Euro 
pcan sources of seed supplies 
gave the young California industry 
the necessary impetus to expam

Since all farming during this 


period was dependent upon win 
ter rains, their was a limit to 
the species and varieties whiel 
could be grown.

Mechanization also played an im- 
portant role in making it possible 
to grow many volume items. The 
change from horse to tractor on 
the farm, which took place durinj 
the thirties, enabled growers to 
handle many more acres.

For 20 years American tourists 


businessmen and diplomats have 
carried around

present green passport booklet 
The green comes off on men's 
shirt fronts on warm days 
Cairo. The paper-and-cloth cover 
becomes sodden in the rainy sea- 
son in Bombay. 


The corners grow dog-earned in 


the Levant. The owner can never 
remember his passport number- 
such as 1973558!. And, for fre- 
quent travelers, an immigration 
agent has to pull out a two-foot 
accordion pleat to find a visa. 


"It's a disgrace," said Frances 


G. Knight, head of the U.S. Puss- 
port Offices, 
pulling a 
faded, 


ragged passport out of a drawer. 
"I've been doing a little traveling, 
and I've watched foreign immi- 
gration agents trying to find a 
visa." 


Miss Knight has plans to put 


passports in plastic covers which 
won't melt, fade, run, tear or 
crack in sub-zero weather. She 
may start a new numbering sys- 
tem, using letters to cut down 
on number of digits.

AUSTIN, Tex—Texas' capita], 


Austin, a city that has Urrived 
on politics and nedagogs, now 
finds it has to woo industry to 
avoid raising its residents' tax 
bill. 


Over the years, Austin ignored 


industry, but continued to grow. 
The city's two main assets are 
the University of Texas and the 
state government payrolls. 


The two employ 20 per cent of 


the city's work force, but neither 
one shares 'the tax load in pro- 
portion to the number.of persons 
employed. 


City developers fed that ex- 


panded industry is the only way 
to broaden the lax base. 


The percentage of residents in- 


volved in Education and govern- 
ment is not expected to change 
in the next decade, but the:popu- 
lation of Austin is expected to 
climb 100,000 from its current es-|i 
timate of 200.000. 


To court Industry, the city has 


two big features to wave in front 
of an industrialist's eyes. There's 
no natural boundary to Austin's 
expansion in the low hills of cen- 
tral Texas, and plenty of water 
is available from nearby high- 
land lakes and the Colorado river. 


Austin lias a big point in its 


favor in avodlng congestion in the 
downtown area. The city was laid 
out to be the capilal oi a nation— 
the Republic of Texas-ami thus 
received more careful planning 
in the early days. 


The city has no booms or busts. 


Chamber pf Commerce leaders 
say. It has a level economy with 
a family income as high as the 
national average. 


Local developers are pushing 


plans to continue building the 
area as a recreation and conven- 
tion site. Because of 'he political 
seasons, fine hotel and moid ac- 
commodations are available and 
a new city coliseum was opcneti 
last year. 


Austin now realizes approxi- 


mately $3,000,000 a year through 
spending by conventions and con- 
ference delegates. 


City officials also are consider- 


ing a downtown parking mall. But 
the 
six-lane 
Congress 
avenue, 


which leadings to the imposing 
State Capitol building, accommo- 
dates enough traffic to bring brisk 
business 
to merchants 
without 


gimmicks. 


Interstate Highway 3- 
r>, routed 


through Austin on its tz~ek to Mex- 
ico, will provide an added flew 
of tourist dollars when the inter- 
state system is complete. 


Although Austin is not hemmed 


in geographically and has no wor- 
ry about water, it must make a 
real effort to get industry to con- 
sider the city. 


As one Chamber of Commerce 


leader point out, "Austin didn't 
do much to attract industry for 
100 years. Now it's about to real- 
ize the dire need for expansion 
and attraction of new industry."
